While the party was having dinner two 
students unknown to the teachers plunged into the river 
which was in flood. Unfortunately they were caught in a 
whirlpool. On finding themselves in a helpless and perilous 
condition they cried for assistance. The teachers and other 
students rushed to the Tivcr bank blit did not dare to enter 
the flooded river, Shri Sapkale, however, rose to the occasion 
and in complete disregard of his own safety swam directly 
lo the whirlpool, caught hold of both the students and pulled 
them out of the river safely. 

By his brave deed Shri Prabhukar Vanesh Sapkale not only 
saved two precious lives but also set a line example of 
selfless courage and service.

On the 29th July, 1965, the dam at village Bisankheda in 
Raisen district had burst inundating the entire village. The 
houses had been submerged under 5 to 6 feet of water. Shri 
Rambiias Pahalwan accompanied by a peon remained engaged 
in rescue operations continuously for about 15 hours and 
succeeded in taking all the people to places of safety. 

On the 13lh April, 1966, at about 5,30 in the morning when 
Shri Rambiias Pahalwan was on duty at the ghat of the 
Narmada at Hoshangabad he heard some women shouting 
and on enquiry learnt that two girls had slipped into deep 
waters and were drowning. In an attempt to render mutual 
assistance both girls had drifted a little distance where the 
water was very deep, He brought the girls to safety and 
rendered first aid to them, 

On the 17th May, 1966, at Hoshangabad lie observed a 
girl dive into the river but did not see her coming to the 
surface and heard her mother shouting loudly, He at once 
jumped into the water, He caught hold of the hair of the 
girl bill when he brought her to the surface he was astound- 
ed to find that she was holding another girl. He rescued 
both girls. 

On the 26th June, 1966, at 4.00 p.m. at Hoshangabad 
when Shri Rambiias Pahalwan was on duty some persons 
were swimming across the river. One of them appeared to 
be sinking owing to exhaustion. Shri Rambiias swam to the 
drowning man and brought him to the shore.

was talcing his bath about 50 yards away, rushed into the

Shri Paramal Mohammed with his prompt and courageous 
act saved the lives of the four young girls. By doing this he 
exhibited gallantry of it high order.

The entire Koyananagar area in Maharashtra State was 
rocked and damaged considerably as a result of the earth- 
quake on 11th December, 1967. The Post Office building as 
also the Postmaster’s quarters had collapsed and all the 
occupants were injured. The tremors were still continuing 
and it was highly dangerous to enter the Post Office premises. 
Shri Yeshwant Ganesh Datar, a clerk in the Post Office and 
Shri Bain Gopal Gaikwad, Linesman, unmindful of the risk 
involved, entered the Post Office in darkness, and dug out the 
Public Cali Office cabin from the debris and removed the 
telephone instrument. Shri Gaikwad thereafter ran to the 
nearest telephone pole, climbed it and restored telephone 
connection with Karad. Ho was able to pass on the news 
of the calamity at Koyananagar to the authorities concerned 
enabling them to rush supplies and help to the victims of the 
earthquake in the shortest possible time.

Sliri Raraachander, his wife and their three 
children were sleeping in the quarters. The parents managed 
to bring out two of the children when they rushed out of 
the burning room, Shri Sowri Massey Dass, who was living 
in the neighbouring quarters made a dash into the blazing 
quarter unmindful of risks involved and picked up Jermina, 
the 7 year old daughter of Shri Ramachander and rushed out 
with her. He got all the members of the family admitted to 
No. 8. Air Force Hospital, Secunderabad promptly for severe 
burn injuries but unfortunately the child subsequently died in 
the hospital. 

Shri Sowri Massey Dass showed a high degree of courage 
and initiative in rescuing the child at grave risk to himself,

Due to heavy rains in September, 1967, the Sirsa river in 
Mainpuri District had swollen very much and the flood had 
assumed dangerous proportion, The bridge near Sirsagani in 
Shikohabad Telisil was damaged and communication could 
only be maintained by country boats. On the 4th September, 
1967, a country boat which was carrying some people, was 
caught in a whirlpool and was carried away by the swift 
currents. Shri Dhani Ram who saw this mishap, jumped 
into the river in, complete disregard of his personal safety and 
was successful in saving Ihe lives of two women and a child 
from drowning. 

Shri Dhani Rum displayed promptness and courage of high 
order in saving three lives.

No grown-up persons were nearby, Master 
Rashid Abrar at once rushed to the rescue Qf Sudhir and 
taking his rubber slipper in his hands and using it as a glove 
he succeeded in dragging Sudhir from the electrified pole,

On the 24tli November, 1967. a private bus went out of 
control near the bridge across Ashtamudi lake at Thevally 
and rolled down the embankment and fell into Ihe lake. 

The civilian clerks of the N.C.C. Group Headquarters, 
Thevally, rushed immediately to the scene of the accident. 
Shri A. Narayana Pillat was first to arrive and found that the 
bus was upside down, the engine was still running and the 
wheels were revolving and the doors were closed. Ho picked 
up a hammer which had fallen from the tool-box of the bus 
and hammered at the door till it opened. Ho climbed into 
the bus and helped out those passengers who were able to 
move, He then observed a woman pinned down under a 
scat. He levered up the seat with the starting handle of the 
bus and rescued the woman.
